ELIEVE it or not, ‘this: has 

-been - going —-on—-for seven. 
years. The quarrel broke out in 
the USA ond has never been 
settled.

So the 
newspapers in Canada appear on 
the strects and life gocs on as 
usual, but the American . patd 
pickets go round and round 
and draw thelr pay in Amerl- 
can dollars. . 

The facile remedy would be 
for the Canadian Government 
to declare that no Canadian 
trade Union could be affiliated 
with a trade union in another 
country.
